Cloud, and
Ville d'Avray, torms one of the most charm-
ing drives thit cun be imagined,

rt oocupiea but one hour, and conveys an
enchanting idea of the environs ot Paris, Not
s0, however; whether his Excellency’s borses
werg 1, or the coschman eg*tacked by the
threatened epidemie, tho fact 1s their Royal
Highnesses travelled like common mortals per
rullway Rive crotte Rue St, Lazare. But whal
15 still more astonishing, and, which not only
startled the inhabitants of Versellles, but not a
little hurt the pride of the English residents of
thut town, was (0 see the English Ambassador
eall two of the cabs whose dirty pink and blue
calico livings are so well known, and whose
broken-kpeed Rosiuantesa are the constunt
subject ol jeer among the strect boys,

It was, bowever, in one ol thoss dirty, rough-
goin vehicles that the dauehter ol our Queen
was driven through the eity of Louls XIV, rirst
to pariake of a meagre luncheon st the Hotel
des Reservouwrs, and then 1o the palece ot the
Grund Roi. The Princess, when she jound her
soll #oated in this cab, must have ftelt inclined
to exclpim with the Doge of Venice, when he
visited the Pultwe in the time of Lonis XIV:—
‘(e qui mietonne les pius o'eal de m'y vowr” 1
do the justice to the Pretect to assert that a tele-
gram despatched on the parly leaving Paris
would have secured the presence of u more
reliable vehicle than a hackuey cab st the Ver-
sallles stetion,

express wish, and arvived, acoompanied by the
Queen, her mother, and toe Prince Royel of
Denmurk.  She was dressed in white, and as
ofshe urrived ot the station excited the deepest
sympathy from the immense crowd who awaited
her arrival, anxious to catch n glimpse ol her
fuatures: but this was lmpossible, a8 she hor-
ried away rapialy to the Villa Herber., Sne was
at onee fed to the dying Cesnrewitch, and she
kuelt by his side, sobbing bitterly. He had
been genecless; but in the white kneeling

her towards hum, and, murmuring some words,
inaudible save to imr. kissed her forehead.

Then, a2 oue mignt read of in & novel, he took
the Princess’ hand, and, without agaln speaking,
placed it in that of his brother Alexunder, which
act'on was at once mterpreted by the family as
signifying lis wish that his brother shouid
bestow on her the throne his own death would
deprive her of. From {that moment Princess
Dugmar did not quit the death chamber tll the
Grand Duke had breathed las inst, She closed
bis cyes and imprinted a partiog kiss on his
forehead, and theneetorth the lmperial ramily
cousidrred her #x one ol themselves, Her stay
at Nice lasted but rorty-cight hours, The nrescol
Cesarewiteh is In chineneter o complete contravt
to his charming and deplored brother, Impe-
rious and domneerng, he s by no moeins
popular, and has inherited not 4 little of the
temperament of the family,

Moxmnear, Angust 2.—Lamirande, the cashier

of the Bank of France at Poitiers, who escaped
from New York by the alleged drugging of the
United States Dvmllf Marshal, was apprehended
yesterday at La Prairie, about (en miles {rom
this city, ou the oppotite shore of the St, Law.
rence. Aller his vmrn‘w. Melin, & French deieo
tive, came to Montresl, believing that the fugl-
tive would come (o Capnda,

Melin put himself in commun'cation with
Chiet of Police Renton, who deiailed two of nis
mogt intelligent aetectives, Bouchard and Cutlin,
to work the case up. A Jay or Lwo AZO B Vague
rumor renched them that Lumirande was lurking
about the vicloity of Montreal. On belng taken
into custody the prisoner denied his identity,
but was recognized by the clerk of the lawyer
who had been employed for the prosecution in
New York,

His examination before a magistrate has just
closed, and he has been remanded to the Tal,
He is claimed from the SBiate under the French
extradition treaty, and the question is likely to
arise whether the French authorities will elaim
him directly from the Cunadian Government.

she ved until about six o'clock, unconscious

most of the times. The young Iady was

standing 1o the door of her own hionse in com-
any with her sister, huving been alarwed by

{]hc soldiers breaking into their house, as well as

tue bousc of their aunt who lived u the nextu

bouse, She was shot through the hod{ with a

heavy musket ball, the ball entering in front

and paseing out her back, She immeaiately fell
to the Hoor, puiling her gister down with her,

Muskets were placed at the breasts ol others
of the family, and threats were made to shoot
them, but the threats were not carried into exe-
cution, The soldiers then leit for home,

At about 11 v'clock 1 the evening there had
been a oithieulty with Mr, Alexander Elhote at a
tavern uear by, which, thougl threatening vio-
lence, resulted only in words, and Elliot left for
home. He was pursued by the party, attacked,
and his lert arm broken wilh a bar of iron in
the hands of one of his asspilants, They had no
gung with them at ihis time, They left him
1ying in the road snd went to the fort.  Elliott
managed 1o get home,

About 1 o'cleck they returned to his house
and demanded admittance, threatening to kill
him. Hc eeeaped from the house, jumping from
an upper window. He snatched & gun from the
humfs ol one of the soldiers standing {n front ot
his house, sad rau for his life; two of the
soldiers ehased pim down the road and across
some fields towards the Westchester oreek; El-
Hott, outrunning them, waded Into the creck
and swam acrods, when he uroused some ol the
people liviny there, and messeagers were imme-
dintely sent to the Tremont Station of mounted
police and to the Harlem Station House,

About ¥ o'clock yesterdoy moruing they were
all arrested, except Fiwzpatrick, and he was
arrested about 11 o'clock, and they were all
locked up until the srrival of the Coroner, who
lind been gent for., The Coroner mrrived about
do'clock In the afrernoon, and empanelled a
jury, The testimony taken showaod that Filz
gernld deliberntely sbot Miss Hicks, and that
the other men wore anccossories to the killing,
and the jury, aller a deliberation of about
filteen minutes, returned a verdiot tothuat effcet,
The Coroner then committed them for the
netion of the grand jury of Westohester county.

Fitzgerald, on being asked by tha Corcner
(Oliver, of Morrisaula) It he had anythiog to
say, #uid that if he shot the lady he did so with
no intent to kN or shoot her; he fired without
any dellberate wim. The rest denied any com-
plicity with the uilair —N. ¥, World.

Ching, 1; one exhibitor trequently coutributing

*T'he seheme of the arrangement has been to
class tho objecis under three heads, vig.: Pro
ducis, Instruments, snd Writings,  Produots
an instruments are divided into such classes as
those of fresh and those of salt waler; and

Letter from Gemeral N, . Banks.
General Banks has written the following
letter relative 1o the cause of the New Orleans
riot:—

In order thal the following from General
Sheridan be fully understood, it should be stated
that he wis ubsent from New Orleans whea the
disturbances commenoced in chat eity: —

New Orieans, 1730 P. M,, August 1, 1806,—To
Gemeral U. B, Grant, Wushington, D, C.-—You
are doubtless aware of the serious riot which
occurred in this city on the 3uth. A political
body, =tiling itkell the Conventlon of 1884, mot
there on the 30th, lor, as it is ulleged, the pur-
pose of remodel] ug the preseny Constitution of
the 8tate. The leaders were pollsical agitators
and revolutionary men, and the sction of the
Convention was liable to produce breaches of
the public peace,

ad made up my mind o arrest the head
mwen 1 the procvedings of the Convention were
cnlculated to disturb the tranquillity of the de-
partment; but I had no cause for aetion until
they commitled the overt act, About forty
whites and blacks were killed, and about one
bundred and sixty wounded,

Everything is vow qmet, but I deem it best lo
maintain & military s-Hrrﬂn.w 1n the ity lor a
few days, until the affair & fully investigated.
I pelieve the sentiment of the general commu-
vty i greatly seandalized at this unnecessary
eruelty, and that the police could have made any
arvests they saw fit without sacrificing lives,
